STONE MOUNTAINS. 


THE DISTUBANCES INCREAS- 
_ING IN 8EVERITY. 


The Peaple still Excited But 
Alarm Subsidang..

A correspondent of the Nrws, liy- 
ing at Stone Mountain, writes under 
date of April 24th, as follows : 

. The volcanic disturbances still ex- 
ist ad are occurring daily in Stone 
"~, There were several heay 
Mountale. - 
reports ana Very severe shocks on 


Tuesday, which sncok the earth con- 
md, even as 


siderably for miles afrous 
far as Old Fort, seventeen Miler dis- 
tat from this point. Thursday the 
reports and shocks were frequent 
during the day and night, but less se- 
vere; Friday, at 5 o’clock p. m., the 
severest shock occurred that has yet 
been experienced in the mountains. 
This shock occasioned considerable 
alarm with the people on both Stone 
and Bald Mountains at the time, but 
through the intervention and influ. 
ence of the ministers, who are still 
with us, the fears of the people were | 
allayed. | 

Saturday. and Sunday the shocl 
continued at irregular intervals, in 
short, they have been, and are now, 
of daily occurrence since ten days 
after your special reporter, Captain 
Woodson, left the mountains. 7 

Explorers and professional men 
from every section of the country are 
seen passing toand fro every day. 
I saw a number on Stone Mountain 
this morning taking observations, 
and mou ey inform us their ob- 
ject is to fexamine into the cause of 
the strange wonder, yet they neyer 
reveal any facts satisfactory to the 
people here. 

The citizens, particularly about 
Stone Mountain, are patiently await- 
ing some report from the numberof 
scientists who have explored this re- 
gion, having only seen from the 
News what your reporter was able 
to obtain from Prof. Dupree, of South 
Carolina, through an interview. It 
is true many of the people have 
their own ideas concerning the phe- 
nomenon, the most popular one 
being that itis a warning of God’s 
that his wrath will overtake the 
guilty. Some few whose stubborn 
hearts would not yield to the pres- 
sure of the great religious revival, 
held at Elliott’s in March,say the dis- 
turbances are caused by an earth- 
quake in South America. Be that 
as it may, there is one gratifying fact 
I have to report in this connection 
the people are not as much alarme 
as at first, but very few even speak of 
leaving the mountains. As Bill Arp 
would say they are ‘* getting accli- 
mated te the panic’’ and are better 

repared to stand it. Some few that 
eft the mountains have returned,but 
the Rev. Posey Ownaby, whose flight 
by moonlight was so correctly and 
aptly deseribed by your special re- 
orter, has not yet been heard from. 
2e0r Posey’s flight will long be re- 
membered by the Bald Mountain- 
eers’. I donot vouch for the truth 
of the statement, but we are told that 
he particularly cautioned his wife 
not to look back, fearing he might 
have an extra quantity of salt to 
transport and did not wish his pro- 
gress impeded. 

Should any unusual disturbance 
occur during the present woek I will 
report to you on next mail day.

They.say the flag represented noth- 
ing but a private lease of soil, besides 
the legality of the tenure by which 
President BAEz held his office when 
he granted the lease has not been 
definitely established. 


THE Harrisburg Patriot recently 
hada visit from Hon JNo. G. THOMp- 
son, Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee of Ohio, under 
whose able management the Democ- 
racy of that State were led to victory 
last fall. He said there isevery pros- 
pect that the Democracy will carry 
O10 at the next election by at least 
25,000 majority.

Senator Merrimon on the Louis- 


iana Question. 

The Louisiana bill being under 
consideration in the U.S. Senate on 
Thursday last, Mr. MERRIMON ob- 
tained the fioor and spoke until ad- 
journment. We make the jollowing 
summary of his remarks: 

‘* He said that the Kellogg govern- 
ment was a military despotism, set 
up in defiance of the Constitution 
and the laws of the State of Louis- 
iana. He then reviewed at length 
the relations Of the States to the Fed- 
eral Government, and the 
powers and obligations of each. He 
said that, in addition to the obli 
gations of the General Govern- 
ment to Louisiana as one of the 
States of the Union, it was 
bound by solemn treaty stipulations 
with France tosecure the inhabitants 
of Louisiana in their rights and liber- 
ties. He then maintained that Louis- 
iana and the other States of the South 
had never been out of the Union ; 
that their ordinances of secession 
were null and void and of no effect, 
as they had no authority under the 
Constitution to passsuch ordinances, 
Therefore he considered ail the re- 
construction acts of Congress as un - 
constitutional, and null and void at 
the time of their passage. 

They were revolutionary acts, but 
they were binding now, because the 
people of the South had accepted 
them, the I:xecutive had recognized 
them and Congress had, by subse- 
quent acts, recognized and accepted 
them. They werein the nature of 
revolutionary acts, but having been 
accepted on all sides they became 
valid and of effect. Louisiana had, 
under these’ reconstruction acts, 
formed anew constitution, republi- 
can in form, and accepted as such by 
Congress. Under this constitution 
an election was held for State officers 
in 1872. Mr. MeEnery wasa ecandi- 
date for Governor on one sideand Mr. 
Kellogg a candidate on the other. 
He then stated the manner in which 
the returns were counted by the board 
which declared McEnery elected. 
Those returns were canvassed accord- 
ing to the constitution and laws 
of Louisiana, and the resnlt was that 
McEnery was declared elected. No 
one could pretend that Kellogg was 
declared elected in any manner pro- 
vided for by the constitution and the 
laws of the State. Therefore he was 
and could be nothing more nor less 
than a usurper. It was claimed that 
at any rate Kellogg was de facto 
Governor, 

He denied this in toto. Kellogg 
was no more de facto Governor of 
Louisiana than he (Mr. M.) would be 
de facto Governor of the District of 
Columbia if. he should go before an 
officer and take the oath preseribed 
by law for the Governor of the Dis- 
trict, and then, with a thousand 
roughs at his back, should assume to 
exercise the duties of the Governor. 
In support of. his position Mr. M. 
quoted from the constitution and by- 


laws of Louisiana. 


The billcoming upagain on Fri- 
day, Mr. MERRIMON renewed his re- 
marks. He continued his review of 
the canvassing of the election returns, 
and said the Lynch board was entire- 
ly illegal and void. He denied there 
was any evidence to prove that any 
of the colored people of Louisiana 
had been denied the privilege of vo- 
ting. The Republican party, he said, 
had accomplished its mission ; it was 
founded on epposition to negro slave- 
ry, which had been abolished by the 
sword. Its acts now were notsuch as 
to commend it to the American peo- 


ple. He did not say what party | 


would succeed it, but its day was 
gone. He trusted in God that it 


would be swept away at the next-fall 
elections.

The Surprise Created in Wash- 
ington by the Veto of the Infla- 
jon Measure—The Breach Be- 
tween the President and his 
‘Friends—Political Effect of the 
{Veto Upon the Fall Blections: 
3 The Washington correspondent of 
the Richmond Enquirer, always 
well posted, under date of the 24th 
inst., gives the following interesting 
account of the manner in which the 


| veto was received in Washington : 


“They got up 2 measure 
To increase the treasure, 

And sent,it to Grant for his sig.; 

He kept it awhile in acquisitive style, 
Then said the amount was too big. 

“The foregoing poetical portrayal 
of the sad fate of the great financial 
production of the present Congress 
may not be very impressive or ethe- 
real, but its plaintiye sound is so 
much in harmony with my feeling of 
despondency and despair, that a sym- 
pathiztng nature prompts me to lay 
it before your readers, so that they 
inay also solaced. My only con- 
solation is that Iam not alone mise- 
rable, for Morton, Logan, Ferry, 
West, Bogy, Merrimon, Cameron 
and. numerous others here feel just 
as bad asI do. This is generally ad- 
mitted to be the worst year for ve- 
toes since Andrew Johnson suffered 
constitutional martyrdom, and 
probably no veto of that cham- 

ion vetoist ever created one- 
half the surprise or excitement 
as did this last one by our 
present Executive. There is scarce- 
ly aman in Congress, or prominent 
in official circles here who did not 
firmly believe the President would 
sign the bill. He as muchas said he 
would do so in a conversation to 
which Senator Logan was a listener. 
He had turned the celd shoulder on 
the representatives of untold and un- 
acquired miilions from New York. 
He had sent Boston’s committee of 
one off with a flea in his ear. He 
had stated that he was ready to obey 
the will of Congress, and then, after 
all this; he wasn’t “true to Poll.” 
An informal conference of the lead- 
ing inflaters was held in an hour or 
two after the reading of the Presi- 
dent’s message in the Senate. The 
Ebbitt House was the principal ren- 
dezvous for the dissatisfied. The de- 
feat was discussed in Morton’s rooms 
and wrath poured out on the Execu- 
tive head in all the bitterness of dis- 
appointed hope. ‘There were no 
Democrats present, probably out 
of respect for the feelings of the 
Radical leaders who were allowed 
to give vent to their feelings in pri- 
vate or within the family circle. Sev- 
eral meetings have been held since, 
at which somewhat calmer but terri- 
bly earnest counsel prevailed. All the 
Senators who voted for the bill have 
agreed to vote for itagain next week, 
on ‘Tuesday, when it will come up 
for passage over the veto—a forlorn 
attempt, of course, but nevertheless 
a stubborn refusal to be in any degree 
influenced by the President’s views 
or wishes. An argument or review 
of the history of the bill and the cur- 
rency question generally, is now be- 
ing prepared by a committee of infl: - 
tionists for the purpose of communi- 
cating the same to the people of the 
whole country before the next vote 
istaken. ‘The veto will be subjected 
to the severest criticism. 

“nox, the Comptroller of Curren- 
cy, comes in for the greatest share of 
condemnation in counection with 
this matter. He isis held responsi- 
ble for having misinformed the Pres- 
identas tothe real condition of af- 
fairs. His statement that there re- 
mained four millions of currency 
waiting for takers is scouted at as a 
deception of the most tlagrant order. 
It is shown that nearly one bundred 
and tifty unsatistied applications are 
now on file, and it is insinuated that 
the Comptroller was not acting with 
strictly pure motives. Tbere is a 
great variety of opinion as to the pr » 
litical effect of the veto—in fact this 
has now become the important ques- 
tion, since there is no hope for recov- 
ering lost ground, so far as concerns 
inflation, during the present  ses- 
sion. Senator Carpenter is of the 
opinion that everything is so badly 
mixed up that nothing can be done 
by the present Congress; that the 
currency question will be the great 
issue at the fail elections, and that 
the next House will be so overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of expansion that the 
Senate must concur in its actions and 
sustain legislation even against Pre- 
sidential vetoes. The Democrats who 


} voted for the bill are partly consoled 


by the threatened political disruption 
in the Radical camp. | It isa mistake 
to suppose that the division among 
Democrats on this question will lead 
to any trouble in that party. They 
are but too willing to let the Radicals 
monopolize the disastrous results. 
_*“Phe newspapers of the North and 
Kast are freighted down with praise 
of Grant’s action ; so much so, indeed, 
that it is a wonder how Congress 
could ever pass what now seems to 
be so unpopular a measure. The 
rural districts are slow in making 
themselves heard. ‘The farmer, pro- 
ducers and Granger family in gene- 
ral are not so easy of access ; but they 
will be heard from later in the year, 
when the money-centres have ex- 
hausted their fulsome praises and in 
such away as to change the com- 
plexion of the next Congress very 
materially. 

‘Senator Lewis, who don’t profess 
to know anything about finances, 
anticipates the utter and final demise 
of Radicalism in Virginia on account 
of the veto. Senator Johnston says 
all the people of Virginia were in 
favor of expansion, and its defeat will 
cause a general depression in business 
and agriculture.’’
